BY THE GOVERNOR OF THE TERRITORY OF

Wuenras, ithns been mado hnown to mo by 
tho commanding ofhcor of the troops now garri- 
sonod m Oregon City, that many desertions have 
lately takon place, und that somo thirty or forty 
soldiers, belonging to tho Riflo regiment, are now

T have conceived it to bô my duty to 16196 this, 
my Proclamation, calling upon every civil officer 
of the Territory und citizon thereof to solze the 
sald descitors, aud dehyer them to uny commis- 
moned officer in the service of the United States 

“fe reward of thirty dollars for each deserter, 
will be paid to the person or porsong arresting and 
returning thom” 

T have also thonght proper to causa to be pub- 
lished the 15th fection of un act of Congress, en- 
titled “An ugt to ascertain and fix tho Military 
Lstablishment of the United States,” and to muko 
known that jt will be strictly enforecd against any 
person or persons who violate ity provisions, which 
section is as follows, to-wit 

“And be it further enacted, That ov-ry porson 
who shall procure or entice a soldier in tho service 
of tho Unitcd States, to desert, or, who shall pur- 
chase fiom any soldier, his ams, uniform, clothing, 
or any part thereof, and any captain or comman- 
ding officer of any ship or vessel, who shall onter 
on board such ship or vessel, as one of his crow, 
knowing him to have deserted, ar otherwiso Garry 
away any such soldior, orshiil refuso Co deliver him 
up to the orders af his communding officer, shall 
upon legal conviction, be fined, at the discretion of 
the court, in any sum not exceeding three hundrod 
dollars or bp imprisoned for any term not exeecd- 
ing one year” 

Tho law further prowdes that every officer, non- 
commissioned officér, private, and niusician shall 
take andsubsenbe the Jollowing outh 

“T do solemnly swear to boar true allegiance to 
the Umted States of Amenoa, and to serve them
